| THE REVENUE RETURNS 
|| ‘We have now before us. the.complete accounts of the revenue 
| and finance of the first year of the war. How far Mr Glad- 
|! stone’s bold effort to provide for the expeaditare of the year from 
_ the income of the year has been.success!ul, is. no longera question of 
|, estimate or of speculationa—tbe means of furnishing a complete and 
| incoutrovertible solution. to that problem are pnow-before the 
country in the published, accounts made up for the: year ending 
the Sist of Mareh. But before we refer more in detail to that 
point, let us congratulate the country upon the very favourable 
results of these returns: as. they, affect the pudlic revenue—vot 
ouly for the year, but also for the last quarter, during which 
there have been many causee in- operation calculated to disturb 
and prejudice the caiculations which had been made as to the 
receipts into the Exchequer. Notwithstanding these, it will be 
observed that under every. head of ordinary receipts of revenue 
there is an increase (upon miscellaneous. receipts alone there 
being a slight decrease), making the net increase on the quarter 
no less than 4,384,308/, and upen the. year 6,312;6247. But it is 
essential that we should examine how far these figures indicate a 
favourable condition of the country, or how. far they arethe re- 
sult merely of the newtaxes: which were imposed last-year. In 
| the Budgets of the 6th of March and the 8th of May, Mr 
Gladstone wade. an entire provision in the shape-of new taxes of 
10,157,000, which were thus composed 
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‘| Of these daties;. however; there are only two which from their 
character would at once begin: to farnish increased receipts to the 

Exchequer, spirits and sugar. The. first. halfof the-additional 


would. be collected. between that date. and the. Sth of April: the 
second halt would only fall due on.tbat.day, and will be collected 
in the six succeeding, months, se that. no portion whatever of 
that moiety could fall within, the receipts of the year jast expired. 
' Again, a large portion. of the, additional malt duty wail fall within 
the collection of the nextsixmonths. Thesetwoitemsof ancollected 
taxes which were provided for the. expenditure. of last year, and 
which are included in. the. .10;157;000/, have been. stated ¢ 0 
amount to 5,020,000/, which if we add to the actual. surplus. of 
the year 6,312,624/, we, find a real increase of 11,332,624%, or of 
1,175,624/ over and above the new taxes imposed.:—this is. inde- 
pendent of the reduction. of the tea dutv, which represented a 
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allowance for the receipts of the new taxes imposed, the actual 
net revenue of the year shows an increase of 1,175,624. ‘This 
resultmay be. shown in-another way. On the 8th of May Mr 
Gladstone estimated the actual, receipts from all sources of 
revenue within the year, that is, up to the 5th of April, at 
59;496,0002. The accounts before us have been made up to the 
new quarter day, the 31st of March, and consequently represent. 
only about fifty-one weeks, in which the actual receipts have 
been 59,496,154, and 1f we take into account the remaining week, 
we shall have the excess already mentioned. 

The portion of the taxation of the year which has not been 
available for- the expenditure of the year, has been anticipated 
by Exchequer bonds and bills to the amount of 7,125,000/, and 
this would apparently show, that where as the taxes not yet 
collected amouut bat-to little more than 5,000,000/, the ways and 
means farnished from the income of the year for the expenditure 
of the year aave proved to be 2,000,000/ deficient ; —but then it 
must be borne in mind that since Parliament has inet in the pre 
sent year, additional votes of supply for the military services have 
been granted for excesses of the year just concluded to the extent 
of 3,400,000/, for which no additional ways and means have beer 
furnished, but which have been thrown upov those provided in 
the last session; so that when we regard this additional charge 
as having been boroe, and stilt leaving a deficiency of only 
2,000,000, it is evident that but for it, there would have been, 
after providing for the whole expenditure of the year, an actaal 
surplus-of ways and means of more than one million; to say nor 
thing of the great improvement in the.condition of the Exchequer 
balances, as. indicated by a reduction in the amount of deficiency 
bills, shown in. the accounts before us, On the 5th of April, 1854, 
the deficiency bills required to make good the charges of the 
quarter amounted to 5,852,048/:—the Exchequer has been so 
much improved in the interval that that sum is reduced in the 
present quarter to 3,495,615. 

From these accounts, therefore, it wou'd appear that not only 
have Mr Giadstone’s estimates proved «xtremely accurate, but 
| tuat he has entirely succeeded in his policy of providing for the 
| expenditure of the year from the iucome of the year. As yet 
we have no balance sheet of the income and expenditure of the 
year; but it is ovvious from the accounts before us, and from 
the fact of the improved balances in the Exchequer, as shown 
by the reduced amount of deficiency bills, that the income has 
been fully equal to the expenditure, and that there will at least 
be no deficiency to make good in the preseut year for the expen- 
Giture of the past, in addition to the great demands which it is 
obvious, from the estimates already voted, must be made upon 
the country for the war expenditure of the coming year. 
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PROMOTION IN THE ARMY. 

In the debate which took place upon this subject last week, 
Colonel: Lipdsay in an- able and practical speech undertook to 
show that the system of purchase was beneficial to the State and 
to the army—to the poor officers as well as to the rich. ‘That it 
is beneficial to the-rich, it needed no words to show. It enables 
them to-arrive at high command while still in the prime of life, 
It enables aumbers to obtain a regiment in ten or fifteen years 
who otherwise might have remained captains or majors till the 
age of sixty. No. doubt those whocan afford thus to buy their 
way up by the outlay of a few thousands, which perhaps ont of 
their wealth they do not miss, or who are willing to invest their 
whole fortune, if a moderate one, in thas purchasing rank and the 
possibility of distinction, have no cause to complain of the system 
of purchase. It works well for them. 

ltvis.indisputable also that: it works well for the poor officer 
in a certain sense, and under certain circumstances. St leads to 
the retirement of many who would otherwise remain too long, and 
thus makes the promotion of the average somewhat more rapid 
than it would otherwise be in ordinary times. Thea as all vacan- 
cies. by death, whether in action or by illness, are filled up with- 
out purchase by the next in rauk, poor officers frequently thus ob- 
tain promotion as well as original commissions at no expense. A 
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man who steadily devotes himself to his profession, and is mode- 
rately lucky, may expect to obtain at least one step, and in war 
time two or three, without purchase. Promotion may come 
slowly, but it comes at | , and when it comes it is all clear 
gain. The commission which he did not buy, he may yet sell. 
If he be senior lieutenant, the death of his captain is above 2,0000 
clear profit or property to him. If he be major, the death of his 
colonel gives him 5,000/ or 6,000/, which he can realise at pleasure. 
Thus if he can obtain his first commission gratis, and can pur- 
chase one step, he has a fair chance in the course of years—a good 
chance during active service—of selling a majority or a colonelcy 
when perhaps he has only purchased a lieutenancy or a captaincy. 
The army is a profession in which undoubtedly there are @ con- 
siderable number of prizes as open to the poor as to the rich. 

Nor are the cases in which first commissions and subsequent 
promotions are obtained without purchase by any means as rare 
as is commonly imagined. In 1853, before the war, it appears 
that of 30 lieutenant-colonels, 13 were promoted without purchase ; 
of 51 majors, 22 were without purchase ; of 266 captains, 120 
did not purchase. In 1854, the number of those who gained their 
promotion gratis was considerably larger than that of those who 
paid for it. Out of 795 first commissions granted, only 358 were 
purchased. But this was a remarkable year, as war began and 
a considerable increase in the army took place. It appears, how- 
ever, from a return laid before the House of Commons, that 
between 1836 and 1846, the number of non-commissioned officers 
promoted to commissions gratis was 245. And finally in the last 
15 years, out of 357 who became lieutenant-colonels, only 169 
purchased their commissions, and of these 93 had obtained their 
majorities, and 57 their captaincies, without purchase ; so that only 
49 out of their whole number, or less than one-seventh, had pur- 
chased all their steps. It appears, then, to be undeniable that 
though the system exposes poor men to many mortifications in 
seeing richer juniors promoted over their heads, yet that it pro- 
vides them with a handsome and often an adequate compensation 
in occasionally, and indeed often, presenting them with commis- 
sions of the value of many thousand pounds. 

This is all very true ; but there is a per-contra to the represen- 
tation which has been strangely kept out of sight, and still more 
strangely endured. It involves a cruelty and injustice in our eyes 
so flagrant, that we findit hard to understand how it can have been 
borne so uncomplainingly and maintained so long. How are these 
prizes—these happy chances, which tempt men into the army 
and are the alleged compensation to poor men for years of unjust 
neglect and languishing obscurity— how are they created? By the 
death of those who hold them and have paid for them. The gratis 
commission which gladdens the heart of the receiver, who has 
waited for it perhaps for years, is robbed—for we can scarcely use 
a milder term—from another who has purchased it, and who per- 
haps has no other property in the world. The prizes which re- 
ward ove set of men are the spoils torn from the dead bodies of 
another. Look at the fl«grant injustice of the case. An officer 
has purchased his commission ; he has purchased step by step in 
the service; he may have expended bis all by the time he obtains 
his regiment, and he designs (to sell out in a few years, in the 
conviction that the 10,000/ which his colonelcy has cost him will 
be a comfortable provision for his widow. He has bought in: it 
is but common equity that he should be allowed to sell out. Ifhe 
does, all goes well. But if he sickeng and dies, or if he be brave 
in action, and of devoted gallantry, aud falls nobly in his calling, 
he forfeits his commission, and the money he paid for it is lost. 
The more gallant he is, the more probable is it that he will lose 
his al!. He goes on active service feeling that doing his duty may 
cost his widow her chief support. He yoes into action feeling 
that any chance shot may bring his family tou rain. We givehim 
every motive to avoid danger. If he sells out in January, he se- 
cures say 500/ a year for ever: if he remains and is killed in 
February, his wife has at most a scanty pension for her life. Thus 
the country is generous at the expense of others. It bribes and 
rewards the poor officer by endowing him with the property of the 
richer but less fortunate. It gives to one man a commission 
which he has not paid for, by taking it without equivalent from 
another who has paid for it. 

The cases of hardship constantly occurring under this inequi- 
table system are so many and so severe, that we wonder it has 
not come toanend. We will mention two as specimens, both of 
very recent date. One, the scion of a noble family, had worked 
his way up to a high grade. He married and was about to sell 
out. The value of his commission was all he had to bestow upon 
his wife. His father, an old general of high renown, was averse 
to the idea of bis son's leaving the army, and accordingly the son 
postponed his retirement. The father died and the son was about 
to realise; but the war broke out; his regiment was ordered to 
the Crimes, and honour compelled him to go with it. He is too 
brave an officer not to be foremost in dauger: if he dies those 
dependent on him will be destitute. This case is one among 
scores. 

Another gallant officer, Col. Willoughby Moore, went with 
his regiment to the seat of war. The vessel was wrecked off the 
coast of Spain. He might easily have saved himself, but he refused 
to Jeave the ship till every private had been got away. The greater 
uumber were rescued, but the Colonel and a few others were too 
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late, and perished nobly in their duty. He, too, was recen 
married, and his death left his family utterly without wove’ 
and he knew it would do so as he went down. is the way we 
—the affluent country of England—treat those who serve us well, 
That we may reward some cheaply, we rob others shamelessly, 

If all commiss'ons were purchased, no poor men would go into 
the army ; for no man intends to remain an ensign all his life, on 
pay which will scarcely keep him in uniforms. But as some and 
indeed several commissions are to be had gratuitously, and as each 
man expects to have his share of these, poor men are content to 
enter and to be ill paid. And in order that it may have these 
gratuitous commissions to distribute, the State does not shrink 
from the meanness of constituting itself heir-at-law to all who die 
in its service and from having served it too boldly and too well, 
Yet it seems certain that, as things now are, it would not do to. 
abolish this shabby and larcenous custom ; for if officers of high. 
grades knew that they would receive the value of their commis. 
sions at any time and without any hazard, they would never gelt 
out at all till actually laid aside by decrepitude; and the service 
would be crowded with old valetudinarians and promotion be en-. 
tirely stopped. At present these men are induced to retire in time 
from the fear of losing all if they delay too long. Such is the 
complication and perplexity arising from a system inherently ang 
originally unsound. It is difficult now to know how to set about 
amending it without introducing evils and confusion nearly ag 
great as those we would reform. 

The extent to which the system of gratuitous service is carried 
in the army, may be gathered from a receat return. It appears

THE TRADE OF FEBRUARY. 
Ovr readers cannot fail to remember that a very sevore frost pre- ° 
vailed through almost the whole of February. Our rivers were 
frozen up, and the navigation of Holland, of the Ems, the Weser, 
and the Elbe, was entirely suspended. We called attention last 
week to our transit trade, in which the Hanse Towns and Hol- 
land have a considerable share; and we may readily infer, when 4 
this portion of our trade was stopped by the weather, that other | 5 
portions were also stopped. On consulting the weekly records | 
of the Registrar-General, it will be ascertained that February, | 
1854, enjoyed a temperature some degrees above the average of 
the season. There was in that month no interruption to trade 
from frost. It can cause no surprise, therefore, aud ought to 
cause no panic nor alarm, to find the Trade Tables for February 3 
exhibiting a very considerable falling off in the quantities of | ng 
many of the articles of import, as large a falling off in the de- q 
clared value of our exports in the month as 2,470,496/, and a 
decline in the navigation on the aggregate of the entries inwards 
and outwards of one month of 103,927 tons. The falling off in | 
the entries outwards—that is, of vessels which could not go to | 
sea—was no less than 136,319 tons, the shipping entering inwards 
having exceeded those of February, 1854, by 32,392 tous. Io | 
the month of 1855, too, the coasting trade fell off nearly one- 
fourth from the effects of the frost, and not from a diminution in 
the traffic between Newcastle and London and all other home | 
ports. 

Trade having been interrupted with the neighbouring Conti- 
nent, it was a necessary consequence that the number of auima's 
imported should be less. The imports of cocoa, coffee, curt, | 
cotton, dyestuff:, flax, sugar, timber, wine, wool; in fact, almost | 
all the articles of import, except hemp, provisions, copper, &c., 
fell off very considerably, notwithstanding the increase iu the 
number of ships entering inwards. The bulk of increase ip 
the tonnage was of American, French, and Spanish ships, aud it 
seems possible that many of these arrived at the close of the 
month, and their cargoes were not delivered and reported in time | 
to be inserted in the present tables. But, though the importations 
were so much less, there was an increase in the consumption of 
coffee, sugar. tea, and rum, giving us no reason to suppose, from 
a decline in the consumption of cocoa, wine, and some other ar- 
ticles, that the means of consumption had been lessened. Yet the | 
severe weather must have operated in this respect to some eX-— 
tent, and explains many of the differences in our trade between 
February, 1855, and February, 1854. 

Except cutton manufactures and wool, the decline in the ex- 1 
ports is universal, showing that it was the consequence of the 
general cause which detained our shipping in port, not of 
failing off in the demands of all foreign countries, which could | 
scarcely have happened at once, and for all kinds*‘of articles. 
The total value of the exports in February, 1854, was 7,502,912, | 
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din February, 1855, 5,032,416l—a reduction which would be 
oniee ae 4 if it were not so readily accounted for by the 
weather. ‘Two months—andin one of them all operations impeded 
by the frost—is too short a period tu form even a conjecture as 
to the course of our trade in the year. That in the trade to the 
United States and to Australia there will be a sensible diminution 
is highly probable ; but in both these countries there are the seeds 
of health, strength, aud growth, aud the trade with them will 
only be checked now to increase the more hereafter. 





SAN FRANCISCO AND MELBOURNE. 

Tue trade news from San Francisco is not favourable. Three of 
the principal banks there have stopped for large sums, and one 
of them—that of Adams and Co.—have out anumber of drafts for 
small sums, held by persons throughout the United States, to 
whom they have been remitted as the savings of labour. Their 
express arrangements were so extensive, even as far as Salt Lake 
(Utah), that the firm had extraordinary facilities for negotiating 
drafts for small sums in nearly every town throughout the Pacific 
coast and the interior; and sericus inconvenience is expected to 
result to a large class of people, with small means, who can ill 
afford to wait for their money. The previous accounts, too, were 
not good. An extraordinary drought for six months appears to 
have had much influence upon the business of gold mining, as 
well as upon agricultural productions. Water is an almost uni- 
versal elemeut of prosperity ; and, as the miners were compara- 
tively idle, there was a very limited demand for goods, and trade 
was represented as in a very unsatisfactory condition. Very 
little gold, too, was coming forward; the shipments for several 
weeks (says the Alta California) will probably be small, though 
some new deposits of geld have been discovered at the Kem 
river. The condition of San Francisco and California generally 
—for the banks had brauches in all the districts, and allare suffer- 
ing—will not add to the prosperity of the Eastern States. 

The disaster, however, seems to have been anticipated and dis- 
counted at New York. It was one favourable feature in the case, 
that two of the banks—that of Page, Bacon, and Co., and that of 
Wells, Fargo and Co.—are said to have immediately resumed their 
business, and their assets, though not immediately available, were 
held to be more than equal to their liabilities. Though a specu- 
lation was entered into at New York by those who received the 
earliest intelligence for a fall in various securities, they were dis- 
appointed. ‘The news from Europe of the death of the Czar and 
of the hopes of peace counteracted the bad trade news from Sau 
Francisco. ‘“ Such is the faith,” says a New York journal, “ men 
“ have in the elasticity and recuperative energy of California, that 
“ the excitement succeeding the first announcement of the failures 
“ speedily subsided, with the quiet persuasion that in a little 
“while California would be all right again.” Californian credit 
occupies as bigh a position in New York as before ; and, though 
some extension of Ludian outrages are complained of, there is no 
apprehension for the continued growth and success of this wonder- 
ful community, nor of communities spreading from it over the 
shores of the Pacific. ‘The great opening to new trade there made, 
though momentarily obstructed, will widen year by year, and 
contribute to extend the traffic of Eurepe as well as of the 
Eastern States of the Union. 

With Melbourne the case is somewhat different, but as hope- 
ful. There are no great failures there at this moment to record, 
but in 1854 there were 180 with liabilities of 1,000,000/, and 
compositions with creditors to the amount of another 1,000,000/. 
These sums are not all losses, but they show the extent to which 
hopes have been defeated and trade deranged. At Melbourne, 
too, things begin to smile again. The gold produce of the colony 
in 1854 was at the rate of 12.000 ounces per month more than 
in 1853, and the receipts at Melbourne in the three first weeks 
of 1855 was 102,103 ounces, against 88,628 ounces in the same 
period of 1854—an increase of 13,475 ounces. Tranquillity is 
restored in the colouy, and wise measures are taken to reduce 
| the public expenditure. Official salaries have been cut down 30 
per cent., and many officials sammarily dismissed. Though some

silly praise is given to the Government for attempting imperial 
duties and establishing an imperial system over a rade colony 
which has yet to grow into strangth, necessity has given birth 
| to discretion; and the sheer impossibility of getting a revenue 
has driven the Government to be in some degree economical, and 
fess ambitious of achieving immense benefits for the people. “ ‘The 
“ aspect of affairs, in a financial point of view,” we are told by 
Kirchner, Sharp, and Co., “has rather improved. There have 
“been fewer failures of business firms, and, it being the general 
“impression that the worse is past, there is more confidence ; 
“ however, cash is the order of the day, and the transactions on 
“ credit are comparatively few. It is impossible to overlook the 
“ fact that the habits «f our people are greatly changed for the 
‘better. They are now less extravagant, more sober, and more 
“industrious. They consume less and produce more, and this 
* after all is the true way to restore the balance of trade, to avert 
“ jnsolvency, and to promote prosperity. On the whole, we are 
“inclined to anticipate a continued improvement.” 
The source of evil in both coionies is that men have lived too 
fast. They were inflated by hope, and the facts of their con- 
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dition did not correspond to their ho .We cannot blame 
the traders in the colony, or the rile RN shippers at home, 
exclusively, for the mischief that has ensued. ‘They all shared 
milar hopes, and were all similarly deceived. The situation was 
new. The Government, it is obvious, has been as much in error 
as the meanest of the diggers, and all were wrong. Only expe- | 
rience can carethem. One must not censure the other. e vice 
and the error, however, are very common ones. Living too fast— 
hoping beyond realities—are common in every part of Europe at | 
all times and in every class of men as well as in Australia and | 
amongst the diggers. A love of. show and finery—a fondness | 
for useless parade—a great desire to undertake ambitious works for | 
the benefit of society—are common in every part of Europe as well | 
as in Australia. The spirit of blind imitation is in this case much to | 
blame. Because our neighbour uses silver plate and has a score | 
of servants, that does not justify us in doing the same. Because | 
another Government, with a frugul people, accustomed to make | 
all kinds of pecuniary sacrifices at the command of the Govern-— 
ment without a murmur, sets about improving and adorning a 
capital which the whole nation regards with pride, that is not a 
reason, whatever numerous writers may say, for another Govern- 
ment attempting something of the same sort, whose subjects are 
not frugal, and who are accustomed to challenge every sixpence 
of its expenses. Because some Governmeuts in Europe have un- 
dertaken nearly all the basiness that can be done by companies | 
or unions of men, that is no reason why such work should be 
attempted by Colonial Governments, where the people have yet to 
learn how to get a living. Benevolent or other impulses may | 
impel Governments as well as traders and diggers into action, | 
and both may, as they will learn from experience, act erroneously 
and mischievously. The many commercial failures at Melbourne 
and San Francisco may be matched by not a few political fail- | 
tres, arising from similar causes. 
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INDIA IMPROVEMENT IN 1854. 
(From the Supplement to the Friend of India.) i 
THE electric telegraph belongs exclusively to the transactions of the year. 
The history and progress of this improvement are sufficiently known, 
We happened to have on the medical establishment of this Presidency, 
a gentleman, Dr O’Shaughnessy, whose attention had been devoted to 
scientific pursuits, more especially in the departments of chemistry and 
electricity. His enthusiasm was equa!led only by his genius and his per- 
severance. He proposed to try the experiment of laying down an electric 
telegraphic line, between Calcutta and Kedgeree,—the station at which 
vessels on their arrival in the river are first reported to Caleutta. Lord | 
Dalhousie at once acceded to his wishes. The undertaking was com- 
pleted so inuch to the satisfaction of Government and of the public, that | 
it appeared desirable to extend this mode of communication throughout | 
India. Lord Dalhousie, therefore, deputed Dr O'Shaughnessy to England 
to explain the project to the Court of Directors, and recommended them 
at once to sanction the establishment of the telegraph from one ead of 
India to the other. The Indian authorities at home adopted the proposal | 
with the utmost alacrity, and directed Dr O’Shaughnessy to provide rods | 
and apparatus for the construction of three thousand miles of the line in 
this country. Having completed his arrangements, he returned to India 
and commenced his preliminary operations in November, 1853, and by 
the next April, that is, before six months had elapsed, a message was 
sent to the Governor General in Calcutta from Agra in two hours. The 
distance is more than eight hundred miles. By dint of the most inde- 
fatigable exertion, the line was extended to Bombay in one direction and 
to Lahore in the other in the course of eight months from the com- 
mencement of the enterprise; and by the end of the year, Madras was ~. 
united to all the other Presidencies by the telegraphic rods. The cost of | 
construction has not yet been fully ascertained, but as far as the accounts 
will justify a conclusion, we may state thet the line will not be found to 
have cost more than 400 rs, or 40/ a mile, and this sum includes alsothe | 
expense of offices and instruments and the training of two hundred sig- | 
nallers. During the past year there has been but one inégtance of inten- 
tional injury, which is the more gratifying when it is considered that the 
line runs its course along the grand trunk road, and through innumerable 
towns and bazars, through independent states and wild districts inha- 
bited by half savage races. It is also an important fact that in nearly 
three thousand miles of line and about sixty offices, under the fearful 
visitations of tropical thunder storms there has not been a single accident 
to person, and no damage to the very simple apparatus which is em- 
ployed, except in two or three insignificant cases where the coils were 
burned. This is caused by the non-insulation of the lines. They are. | 
constantly struck by lightning during the hot season and the rains, but , 
the flash passes off to the ground by the first wet post it reaches, which 
is split or charred, but no further mischief is done, and the most timid | 
signaller never hesitates to take his place at the instrument amidst the | 
most appalling thunder storm. When we reflect on the vast distance | 
to which the rods have been carried, often across unfordable rivers, and | | 
through dense jungles, and on the difficulty of working the machinery , 
} 


by rough and untutored hands, the progress and success of the line ap- 
pear equally marvellous. What greater claim can Dr O’Shaughnessy 
present to the gratitude of India than the fact that a column of English 
news brought from London by the mail is communicated on its arrival 
at Bombay to all the presidencies, however remote from each other, in 
three or four hours; and that London intelligence of the 25th of the 
month is received at Calcutta on the 2lst of the succeeding month, in 
four weeks? The telegraph is now open to the public at rates lower 
than those which have been established on any English, continental, or 
American line. 

Next in order comes the opening at this Presidency of the first 
section of the rail, which is destined eventually to connect Czlcutta 
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with Lahore, a distance of 1,200 miles. The rail was the ‘irst Indian 
enterprise, to which the rule of constructing works of national utility— 
which were expected to yield a return—from private capital under 
@ guarantee from the state, was applied. In the year 1849 the 
Court of Directors entered into an arrangement with the East India 
Railway Company for the construction of a line at the Bengal Presi- 
dency, at the cost of a million sterling, on which interest at the rate of 
five per cent. per annum was guaranteed for a given period. After 
various delays arising out of the passive resistance of circumstances, the 
works were commenced in this country, but the line was considered only 
in the light of an experiment, on the success of which was suspended’ 
the question of its continuation through the country. Lord Dalhousie 
took a large and comprehensive view of the wants of this country, and 
proposed to establish a system of railway communication which should: 
embrace all the most important towns, and the great marts of commerce, 


tion. He then advised the Court at once to grant a guarantee of in- 

‘terest on whatever funds might be necessary to carry out the project. 
Lord Dalhousie’s plans were universally admired and cordially adopted, 
and within a month after the receipt of his despatch, the Court of 

‘Directors guaranteed interest on a capital of no less than thirteen mil-. 
lions sterling. 

_ We have thus discevered'the means by which material improvements 
on the most magnificentscale can be carried forward in India without: 
interruption ; and the principle will admit of indefinite extension. The 
poverty of the Indian Exchequer may be a sin, but, unfortunately for 

- the progress of public works, it is also.a melancholy fact. 


On the 15th of August the line was opened 235 miles to Hooghly, and 
on the Ist of September, 37} to Pundooa. The line to the Collieries, 
122 miles, is now complete. This is the work of only four years; and 
when it is remembered that we had not the same command of resources 
which is enjoyed in England, that we had no local experience to guide 
our operations, and that the undertaking had to struggle with a for- 
midable host of crochets,—each man bringing his own brick to the 
edifice till we had the confusion of Babel—the progress which has been 
made cannot but be deemed highly satisfactory. The line from London |! 
to Birmingham, which is 112 miles, was more than five: years in hand. ' 
Contracts have been made with six different parties for the simultaneous ' 
construction of the embankments and masonry from the neighbourhood 
of Burdwan to Cawnpore, a distance of 636 miles. The utmost vigour 
pervades every department, and the whole undertaking is under the 
absolute control of the Government of India, and the influence of its 
despotic and centralised energy is felt through every section of the line 
in this country. The Company is pushing forward the works in the 
North West Provinces from Ailahabad to Delhi with all speed, and as no 
natural obstacles can be said to exist through the Dooab, it is probable 
_ the upper line of 430 miles will be completed as soon as the 

wer. 


The year 1854 has been rendered memorable in our Indian annals by 
the opening of the Ganges Canal, which is up to the present time the 
greatest and most beneficial work which has been constructed in India 
since it became British. It would be difficult to overrate the importance 
of this magnificent work, which will diffuse fertility over a tract of country 
to which Yorkshire is what a village is to London. The value of 
this undertaking may be in some measure estimated by recalling to 
memory the wide-spread desolation created in the tract of country 
through which it runs by the famine of 1837, and the repetition of which 
it is designed to prevent. The total length of navigable channel through- 
out the trunk and terminal lines is about 890 miles. The canal has 
been carried across the Solani river by an aqueduct unequalled in its 
dimensions by any other work in the world. All the works have been 
constructed and completed by the aid of engineers little acquainted with 
the latest improvements of science in Europe, and by ignorant workmen 
who had everything to learn, and without any of those means and appli- 
ances which so greatly facilitate such operations in England. It has 
been completed by the indomitable energy of one man, Colonel Cautley. 
The period during which it has been in progress is eight years, and the 
expense of constructing it, which has been paid out of the revenues of 
India, may be estimated at a million and a half sterling. The ceremony 
of opening the canal was fixed for the 8th of April last, a day for ever 
memorable in the annals of the North West®Provinces. It was attended 
by the Lieutenant-Governor of Agra, and by the whole of the official staff 
of the North West, as well as by the youthful occupant of the throne of 
Scindia, from whose ancestor the province was wrested fifty years before. 

, At half-past six in the morning, the Muharsjah ascended the stairs tothe 
, aqueduct, and, assisted by Colonel Cautley and Captain Goodwin, raised 
the first gate, and a royal sa'ute announced that the waters of the Gan- 
ges had entered the canal. The excitement among the natives became 
indescribable. As far as the eye could reach, a dense crowd of men and 
. women, horses and elephants, and every description of vehicle, was in 
‘motion. Some fears had been entertained lest the mass of the people 
would be seized with a fit of indignation at the insult offered to the 
sacred river; but every feeling was absorbed in that of enthusiasm; the 
“most fanatical devotees ran before the stream as it flowed along, and the 
9 impulse of the people was to plunge in those hallowed waters. 
The brightness of the scene was dimmed by only one gloomy reflection; 
“that the individual who had urged forward this great work with inde- 
fatigable zeal, and almost paternal affection, and to whom, next to 
Colonel Cautley himself, it was indebted for its execution—the late Mr 
''Thomason—did not live to participate in the triumphs of the day. 


It is during the past: year thatthe great financial operation of convert- 
ing the five per cent. securities into four per cents has been completed. 
It is one of the boldest financial measures which the Government of 
India has ever ted, and the success with which it has been crowned 
has exceeded the expectation of the most sanguine. At the commence-

The ease with which this transfer was 
effected, and four per cent. was established as the standard interest of 
the public debt, affords the most substantial proof of the increase of 
public confidence in the stability of the British Government in India, and 
it presents a very gratifying.contrast to the period, at the beginning of 
this century, when even. the Company’s twelve per cent. paper was at a 
discount. While the conversion of the five per cents into fours was in 
progress,-Government was induced to close the‘four per cent. loan, and 
open One at three and a half per cent. in order to protect itself from an 
inundation of money. But this operation has not succeeded. The nor. 
mal rate of interest in a country like India is not three and a half per 
cent.; and, ata time when the Court of Directors were constrained to 
guarantee fourand a half per cent. for the funds they required in London 
for the purposes of the railway, it was: not to be expected that the Go- 
vernment abroad would be able to command funds at a lower rate. The 
opium revenue Of the present year exhibits a decrease of about 380,0001.

FRENCH HUSBANDRY. 

HavinG occasion to visit Paris and several of the districts 
around that city, we availed ourselves of the opportunity to 
make inquiries and observations on the prospects of the French 
husbandmen. Along the whole line of the railway Du Nord, from 
the coast to Paris, nothing can look more healthy than the wheat 
crops; the plant is full, and more forward and luxuriant than 
in Eugland, although, from the appearance of numerous remains 
of snow drifts, the sucw must have lingered longer with our 
neighbours than with us. An excursion to Blois afforded the 
means of iospecting a much finer district than that to the 
North of Paris, and here we found the wheat crops still more 
luxuriant and forward. The whole distance, however, to Blois— 
about 120 miles—presents.a picture of fertility and good cultiva- 
tion, The subsvil is calcareous, limestone and chalk for the 
most part, with considerable breadths of gravel. In places the 
soil becomes thin, and is chiefly occupied by wood, but not to | 
any great exteut, for the: diligent industry of the French hus- | 
bandmen, thro ut this.large tract, leave no corner of ground | 
uncultivated. which can. by any means be rendered available. Ia 
most places the size of the various patches proves that the ex- 
tentof land oceupied by one person must be small, but large 
farm-houses and homesteads, and two, three, and even four pairs of 
horses at work together, showed that there are farms of considerable 
extent; and they appeared to be more numerous than we antici 
pated. Noth however, can exceed the clean and careful 
cultivation which is universal. The soil being friable, admits of 
easy tillage, and one horse and a horse and a donkey harnessed 
together are constantly seen at work. But the great part of 
the tillage is performed with a good pair of stout horses, always 
in good condition, for: we see nothing of such apparently half- 
fed farm. horses as.we frequently meet with in England. Large 
breadths of clover are grows, and the plant looks very thick and 
heakhy. With the ‘exception of some pieces of lucer, clover 
appears to be the only green crop cultivated, the proportion se 
grain cropping being very large,'we should say nearly three-four! 
of the whole. Manure is extensively applied to the spring 
crops—chiefly barley—now in the course of sowing, such maoure | 
being put on fresh and undecayed. Indeed, the abundance of 
straw would seem to be great in proportion to the stock kept, for 
the manure is generally but little made. Stacks of straw in the 
fields are numerous, evidently made where the corn bas brea 
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thrashed, avd we frequently ohserved two years, and in some few 
instances three years’ straw remaining in stack. No sheep appear 
to be kept in this district. North of Paris we noticed many 
flocks of sheep and cattle grazing. About Orleans vineyards 
prevail, and from there to Blois the staple industry of the country 
is wine-growing. At this season the vines are being dressed and 
tied up to short sticks, about three feet in length. Nothing can 
exceed the care with which the vineyards are cultivated. The 
long hours of the agricultural day in France are most remark- 
able. We noticed mavy teams at plough as late as seven o'clock 
in the evening; they do not, however, get over the ground so 
rapidly as our own ploughmen in our best-managed districts. The 
geveral aspect of the rural population seems to betoken consi- 
derable ease, accompanied, probably attained, by much frugality. 
One main distinction between the French husbandry and our 
own seems to be that they rely more on careful tillage and less 
on heavy manuring than we do; but, taking the country through, 
we doubt whether the acreable produce will fall very far short 
of-eur own, The French have :an immense advautage in their 
entire freedom from hedge-rows, hedge-row timber, and the game 
and other vermin which infest cur fields under the protection of 
hedge-rows ; and, though they have not the mechanical advan- 
tages and power of combi on each operation the force of 
labour our larger farmers who well enjoy, they certainly do 
net saffer so much as we do from deficiencies of capital in pro- 
portion to the extent of land occupied. On the whole, there 
can be little doubt that in husbandry, as well as some other mat- 
ters, we may usefully consider many parts of the system of our 
practical and industrions neighbours of La Belle France.

The silk market seems at last to have rvllied from the long-continued 
inactivity~—without any apparent moving cause beyond the mere advance 
of the season and the long period during which our consumers had bought 
comparatively nothing. They are beginning to come forward, and business 
is doing to some fair extent. Importers avail themselves of the improved 
demand to ask advanced prices, and in some cases are now realising the 
Is per lb, for which they made a stand at the early part of last month— 
their attempt was at first unsuccessful, and until the last few days pareels 
were obtainable at almost the prices of February.

Lendon, April 5, 1855. 

Our transactions in wood during March have been very unimportant 
in the wholesale market. By auction sales larger quantities than usual 
have been thrown on the trade, with indications of weakness in prices, 
scarcely sustaining the improvement which was apparent in the sales of 
January, and the quotations of February, for those leading articles of 
which the stock is in excess of our former average. Meanwhile the 
deliveries from the public docks have beeome large, to a certain extent 
indicative of good consumption, and fully to be expected after the sus- 
pense of work, and the closing of the decks in the sev-re winter, though 
now especially aided by the cheapness of wood and other building ma- 
terials, with a less stringent money market. The large increase of the 
importation from British America must necessarily make the surplus 
stock carried over from last year the first and chief object of report. The 
dock stock of deals on Ist April, 1855, was 2,898,000 pieces. At the 
same period in 1854 it was 878,000 pieces, and two years preceding the 
average was 884,000 pieces. It is some satisfaction to observe that in 
six weeks the diminution has been 400,000 against 200,000 last year.

Currants—The London duty paid clearances continue progressively to 
increase, having been 330 tons in March, against 185 tons in January 
and 215 tons in February, and against 215 tons in March, 1854;

‘The bonded 
clearances were 280 tons, of which 35 to colonies, 220 to continent,

The principal transactions on the 
spot comprise 9,000 hhds West India, 70,000 bags Mauritius, 17,000 
bags Bengal, 40,000 bags Madras and Penang, 12,000 boxes Havana, 
280 hhds and 200 barrels Porto Rico, 40,000 bags Manilla, 700 baskets 
and 3,900 bigs Java, and 2,000 bags Brazil. The heavy arrivals of 
the past month have much increased the stock of sugar in the perts, 
which is now 79,900 tons against 82,150 at the same period last year. 
The deliveries for home consumption are going on steadily, a most satis.

generally at all unpromising. ‘The drain upon the English crop has been 
so great, that we think even in the event of a speedy conclusion of peace 
with Russia, our present prices will probably be nearly maintained until 
after next harvest, since large supplies from the Danube and the Black 
Sea could not arrive until after that time. In the Baltic the price has 
rather given way, and after the navigation opens we may have some 
quantity from thence, unless a demand should spring up from France ;

From our Paris Oorrespondent. 
Paris, April 5, 1855. 

Whenever diplomacy is entrusted with a question of peace or war, 
we may be sure that the negotiations will be protracted. When Lord 
John Russell departed for Vienna it was announced that the four 

ints would be enforced verbatim, and the negotiations immediate!y 

roken off if the Russian Plenipotentiaries had not sufficient powers 
to accept or reject them at once. However, it seems that new pro- 
positions have been made by Prince Gortschakoff and M. Titof, and 
the conferences have been adjourned to the 15th of April, in order to 
wait for the answer from St Petersburg. M. Drouyn de Lhuys, who 
went to London to confer with the English Ministers before going to 
Vienna, will propose a last ultimatum ; and it seems the negotiations 
will be broken off if it be not adopted by Russia. 

It seems, indeed, that all the Powers have a great desire to put an 
end to the bloody struggle which continues in the East. They are 
endeavouring to discover a combination which would save at the 
same time the national pride of the Allies and of Russia, and would 
give Europe a security against the future ambition of Russia. Bat 
all the combinations which have been proposed have been rejected 
by one of the contending parties. England and France consented to 
recal( their troops from the Crimea, provided Russia would engage to 
reduce the number of her ships of war. But this proposition is not 
likely to be accepted at St Petersburg. Many persons suppose that 
the question would be more easily settled if Sebastopol were taken 
by the Allies, and they are waiting with anxiety for every piece of 
news which comes from Sebastopol. I doubt that the fall of the 
fortress would mend the state of things. The A‘lied Cabinets would 
then be more severe in their demands, and the Cabinet of St Peters- 
burg would probably retract every concession already made, uatil it 
recovered the Crimea from the French and English prey oe 

If, however, the negociations are brokea off after the last attempt 
made by M. Drouyn de Lhuys, new reinforcements of troops will be 
poured into Kamiesch and Balaklava. They will endeavour to com- 
pletely invest Sebastopol, and change the siege into a blockade, and 
an army will be at the same time in readinees to fight the Russian 
troops and drive them out of the Crimea. 

The last advices from Kamiesch represent the allied troops as in 
excellent condition. But the generals doubt that the fortress can be 
taken as long as it is not entirely invested, and the besieged receive 
coutinually reinforcements and supplies. 

The note published by the Moniteur, announcing officially that the 
Emperor will go to England on a special invitation of Her Gracious 
Majesty Victoria, has produced a very favourable effect on the public. 
Itis pretend: d that Napoleon will endeavour to persuade Her Majesty 
to be present at the opening of the Universal Exhibition. The trip 
of the Emperor to England has been considered at the same time as a 
proof that he had given up his project of visiting the Urimea. It is 
certainly adjourned if it be not entirely abandoned. But those who 
surround Napoleon LIL. pretend that he will instantly accomplish it 
if peace be not restored, and the siege of Sebastopol continue. 

The preparations for the opening of the Universal Exhibition are 
pursued with great activity. It is probable they will not be com- 
pleted for the Ist of May, and the opening will take place before all 
the products are placed in the galleries. But you may remember 
that it was quite the same in 1851 at the official opening of the 
Crystal Palace, and it did not prevent the exhibition from being mag- 
nificent. The English exhibitors are in advance ; most of them have 
already sent their products. The Parisian exhibitors complain that 
they did not receive the advice of their admission till the end of 
March, so that they will not be ready by the end of April. Most of 
them are excluded because the galleries are iusufficient for the great

Trade is very dull; the manufacturers would be without work jf 
they were not occupied with the preparations for the Exhibition, 
But business is active at the Bourse ; the railway shares are in great 
favour. All the companies will obtain a considerable increase of 
traffic during the Exhibition ; and, as the holders of shares will not 
sell, there is a great scarcity of titles, in spite of the present high 
prices.

THE NEWSPAPER STAMP. 
To the Editor of the Economist. 

Srn,—The objections to the proposed abolition of the newspaper 
stamp, which have been urged with so much pertinacity, but, hap 
pily, so little effect, by the majority of the London press, are all based 
upon a common error—the supposition that a tax may legitimately 
be imposed for any other purpose than that of affording to the Strte 
a certain amount of revenue. The regulation duty fal lies at 
the bottom of them all ; and it is a sufficient refutation simply to 
observe, that a tax as such admits of no justification upon any ex- 
cept purely fiscal grounds, and that the moment it ceases to be defen- 
sible as @ means of raising a revenue, it ceases to be defensible at 
all. So long as the fiscal ground on which a tax reste remains secure 
and unassailable, any incidental good which may be effected through 
its indirect operation is so much additional advantage. But if that 
ground be once cut from beneath it—if it be once deprived of its natural 
support, the incidental good, however great, is not of itself suffi- 
cient to sustain it; because taxation, per se, is mischievous, and it 
can never be in accordance with sound policy to do a positive evil in 
order to bring about an incidental good. Ido not mean to assert 
that taxation either is or ought to be entirely independent of all ex- 
traneous considerations, wiether moral or political. Where a tax 
conflicts with a moral principle or with some object of public 
utility, it is clear that the tax must give way ; because the preser- 
vation of moral principle and of public utility is an object of far 
higher importance than the revenue derivable from taxation. But [ 
would lay down this distinetion in the case, that moral reasons, though 
they may be sufficient to condemn, are utterly insufficient to justify 
atax. For the latter purpose, itis necessary to show that the tax 
possesses a special fitness for its special object, that object being 
simply to provide a revenue without immediate reference to any 
moral consideration whatever. An analogous instance will place the 
matter beyond dispute. Moral reasons are amply sufficient to dis- 
qualify any individual for any public office ; but surely moral reasons 
alone are not sufficient to qualify him for the same: and in precisely 
the same way ina question of taxation, moral considerations are 
admissible as grounds of disqualification, but not as grounds of quali- 
Jication. 

Now, as regards the newspaper stamp, it is to be observed that the 
fiscal ground of the question h«s been totally abandoned. The stamp 
duty is on all hands admitted to be no more than a fair equivalent 
for the privilege of free postal transmission. It is nof, therefore 
properly speaking, a tax at a'!, as not yielding a revenue for the 
general pu: poses of Government, but rather a specific Ly rem for a 
specific service. This confessedly is the principle and theory of the 
matter ; but hitherto the fact has been very different, the duty being 
exacted from all newspaperr, whether intended for postal tronsmis- 
sion or not. The object of the new measure is simply to put an end 
to this unnatural antagonism, and to bring the fact into harmony 
with the principle, by limiting the liability to such papers only as 
are intended tor postal transmission. 

When it is said that the abolition of the compulsory stamp will Le 
fatal to the intelligence and respectability of the press, that it will 
encourage piracy, and restrict the circulation of the Times,—the 
answer is what | have already indicated, that it is no part of the 
business or object of taxation either to provide for the intelligence 
and respectability of the press, or to put down piracy, or to promote 
the circulation of newspapers, however desirable each and all of 
these objects may be in themselves ; and that, therefore, they can 
furnish no legitimate argument one way or the other om the subject. 
Is it not manifest that if an object be of such paramount importance 
as to merit a legisiative «ncouragement, the proper way of effecting 
it is by making a specific legislative provision with that express in- 
tent, instead of leaving it to the incidental operation of some other 
provision introduced for a totally different purpose? And if the 
attempt to legislate specifically in the matter should fail, the just 
inference is, not that you should take a roundabout way of effecting 
your object, but rather that it is not a fit subject for legislative inter-

VICTORIA. 
To the Editor of the Economist. 

Sir,—In your remarks last week on Victoria, there appears an error 
which ought to be corrected. The original license fee was 30s per 
month, or 18! per annum, which was reduced in the first session of 
the L:gislative Assembly in January, 1854, to 1/ per month, or & per 
annum, The latter payment entitled the payer to a vote. 

This sum is not too great, considering the advantages the license 
holder enjoys, viz., tent ground, right to dig, wood and water ad libitum 
(the latter alone costs the tenant of the smallest cottage in or near 
Melbourne 12/ per annum at least), and no objection would have been 
made by the diggers to the payment of this tax, if they thought it 
was properly expended, instead of being frittered away by Mr Feane 
under the sanction of Mr La Trobe. 

Sir C. Hotham, soon after his arrival (among other commissions) 
instituted one to investigate the management of the gold-fields, and, 
as he cannot be expected to reform all his predecessor's errors the 
insiant he takes his place, time must be allowed him before the public 
can pass judgment on his acts. 

I believe that he has entirely gained the confidence of the colonists 
of Victoria by the efficient aad straightforward manner in which he 
has caused inquiries to be made in every branch of the Government, 
avd that the late “ civil war,” as it is wrongly termed, will be proved 
to have been, not the spontaneous rising of an oppressed community, 
but the banding together of a set of scoundrels and robbers, who took 
advantage of the excitement caused by thelate official mismanagement 
(to use no harsher term) at Ballarat to raise riot for the sake of 
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plunder. This is greatly proved by the position they occupied, which 
included the richest claims on those diggings.—-I am, Sir, your 
obedient servant, A Dicoer.

TAXES OR LOANS? 
Zo the Editor of the Economist. 

Str,—In my former letter I stated that, if the Government raise 
& loan of twenty millions—that amount being taken from capital 
destined to productive employment,—twenty millions less of commo- 
dities will be produced and brought to market in that year. Your 
correspondent, Colonel Macdonald, asks if I can give any reason for 
this assertion. The reason is very plainly expressed in the assertion 
itself: The capital was destined to productive employment ; it is 
unproductively expend+d, is consumed, and produces nothing. 

I also stated that, if the Government raise twenty millions by taxes 
within. the year—these taxes being paid from the incomes of the 

| 





community—the community will have twenty millions less to spend 
in that year. Colonel Macdonald believes that, provided the Govern- 
ment expends the twenty millions so raised in buying commodities 
from the taxpayers, they, the taxpayers, receive the twenty millions 
again.as their income, “and, therefore, the nation has not twenty 
millions less to spend in the case supposed.” 

Where does Colonel Macdonald imagine the twenty millioas of | 
commodities to come from? The price obtained must replace the 
capital expended in their production before the sale of the commodi- 
ties can yield any profit, i. ¢. income. The commodities are capital, 
which is replaced to the producers by the twenty millions taken from 
the incomes of the nation, part of which is contributed by the pro- 
ducers themselves ; butthe commodities, and the twenty millions of 
income which they represent, are consumed and destroyed. 

This explanation is quite unnecessary to avy One acquainted with 
the most elementary truths of political economy ; but I give it because 
so many of your correspondents seem to labour under the same con- 
fusion of ideas, and puzzle themselves in vain to solve a simple enough 
problem, by neglecting to inform themselves of the very elements of 
the. science which they attempt to expound. 

The war expenses might be safely raised by loan, provided capital 
were so abundant that an amount equal to the loan would have been 
spent unproductively at any rate. But the index of this state is the 
rate of interest, and the present rate does not indicate any such super- 
abundance of capital. K.

FRANCE.

ment has manifested itself in the corn trade, which is not usnally the 
case at this season ; but the weather has hitherto been so favourable to 
the growing crops that the holders are most anxious to dispose of the 
grain they have on hand. The prime quality of flour, which last week 
sold in Paris at 83f and 84f per sack, is now offered at 82f, and.even 
below that price. Wheat also fell from 50e to 1f per hectolitre. The 
stock in the Halle is still on the increase, and now exceeds 16,000 me. 
trical quintals. The same tendency to decline is general throughout the 
different districts from which the capital draws its supplies. 

The Moniteur publishes the returns of the production and consump. 
tion of beetroot sugar in France from the opening of the season torthe 
lst of March. At this date, then, there were 208 manufactories in 
activity, or 95 less than at the corre-:ponding period of 1854. The quan. 
tity of sugar manufactured, including 7,870,605 kilogrammes, lying over 
since last year, was 49.132,908, or 33,422,156 kilogrammes less than in 
1854; and that sold for consumption, or deposited in the Government 
bonding stores, was 35,140,113 kilogrammes, being a diminution of 
21,733,885 kilogrammes, as compared with Jast season.

ion Trinidad we have dates to the 13th ult. The Legislative 
Council met on the 1st of March, when some important alterations in the 
public service were finally decided upon, with a view to reducing 
expenses of the general government. The weather continued showery; 
which retarded in some instances the progress of sugar-making. Sugar 
continued to arrive but slowly from the country. The prices realised for 
sugar were anything but remunerative to the planter. Good 
fetched 2 dols 50c per cwt.; fine, 2 dols 60c; and low, 2 dols 250; 
molasses, 11¢ ; and rum at 20’proof, 60c. The shipments from Sam Fer+ 
nando wharf had only reached 435 hhds 64 tierces of sugar, and 184 
puncheons of molasses. , 

At British Guiana trade was unusually dull. Freights continued at 
fair rates, the number of vessels in the river affording sufficient tonmage 
for the wants of shippers. The weather had been fine and showery, but 
it had not interfered with plantation operations. Reports from the 
country districts were cheering —the canefields presented a most beautiful 
appearance, and there was every prospect of a large crop. In the Court 
of Policy, when preparing the financial estimate for the Assembly, ‘his 
excellency the Governor stated that he would discourage a!l farther im- 
migration at the expense of the colony until he found the debt of 400,01

No further 
disturbance has occurred at Ballarat, nor has insubordination in ‘an active 
form been exhibited at any of the other gold-fields. 

‘From South Australia the advices extend to Feb. 3rd. The Government 
returns relating to trade for the year 1854 had not been issued, but were 
shortly expected. The latest statement was for the quarter ending the 25th 
of September last. The total value of the goods imported into the colony, 
exclusive of coin and bullion, during that period, is 535.7267 15s 10d. 
Of this quantity, goods to the value of 17,6897 were re-exported, leaving 
the value of the goods remaining to be consumed in the colony at 
518,037! 15s 10d. This last amount, as compared with the correspond- 
ing item of the previous quarter, shows an increase of 148,881! 6s 4d. 
As compared with the similar item in the correspondimg quarter of the 
previous year, it shows a decrease of 61,114! 16s 2d. The total value 
of the exports from the colony during the third quarter of 1854, exclusive 
of coin and bullion, and exclusive also of imports resexported, is 119,512. 
This amount, as compared with the similar item in the return for the pre- 
vious quar-er, shows a decrease of 114,032/9s. As compared with the 
similar item in the retura for the corresponding quarter of the previous 
year, it shows a decrease of 57,184/ 5s, The value of the exports during 
the third quarter of the last year, as compared with the value of the im- 
perts during the same period, is very nearly in the proportion of one to 
four and a third, a proportion that shows that goods arrived greatly in 
excess of the power of the colonists to purchase them. 


INDIA AND CHINA. 


The following commercial items have reached us by the last mail :— 

Bomsay, March: 4.—We have no change to report in the money market 
during the fortnight. Since the departure of last mail very little business 
has been done, partly owing to tbe Hoolie holidays and partly on account 
of little firmmess on the part of holders to force sales. The value of piece 
goods has seen its lowest point. We are glad to notice a little imp: ove- 
ment in grey shirtings, from 5 to 7 tbs, of 1 anne, on 6 Ibs 2 to 3 annas, 
and on grey madspollams of 3ibs $ an anna, while other descriptions 
remain much the same as last reported. A little more firmness on the 
part of importers will, we expect, cause a further advance. The elear- 
ances from the bazaars are pretty fair fur the interior, and money is be- 
eoming easier. Exchange has slightly advanced this mail. Previous to 
the arrival of the English mail of 25th of January sales to a moderate 
extent had taken place at 2s Ojd to 2s 1d for local credits and document 
bills, but latterly rates have givem way in the absence of demand for re- 
mittances on mercantile account, and we now quote the rates at 2s 0jd to 
2s 1d for bank bills, and 2s 14d to 2s 1gd for documents. 

Catcurra Markets, Feb. 22.—Our piece goods market is in the 
same unsatisfactory state as when we last wrote; accounts from the 
upper marts advise sales at less than the prices paid for the goods here ; 
the tightness of the money market renders it difficult to discount hoondies 
at moderate rates. Our money market was really showing signs of im- 
provement, loans having been made on easier terms ; when, owing to the 
unhealthy position which the affairs of the Bank of Bengal have been 
allowed to attain, the directors took alarm at the amount of London bills 
on the Government Treasuries, and, fearing they might be sent into the 
Bank for discount, they raised the rate, upon Government acceptances 
only, one per cent. Exchange—The Oriental Bank kept its drawing 
rate at 2-03, but its China branch bills, received vid Bombay, were 
offering in the bazaar, and some of the other banks were drawing at 2-03, 
which thus became our opening rate for choice credit bills, while some 
were even placed at 2-1, and at one time our rate was decidedly looking 
up; but te news by telegraph rather lowered the expectations of supplies

CUMMERCIAL AND MISCELLAN NEOUS NEWS. 

Letlers from Galatz of the 15'h March state it to have been offi- 
cially announced by the Austrian Consul, that the Russians wil! permit 
the free navigation of the Danube only to Austrian vessels laden with | 
breadstuffs purchased by Austrian subjects prior to the probibition 
of export, and provided that such cargoes be destined for Austrian 
ports in the Adriatic. 

The Bombay advices mention that the first annual general meetin 
of the Mercantile Bank of India, London, and China had been held, 
when a statement of affairs was read, which was hi hly 
satisfactory. The paid-up capital was 328,826/. The business done 
during the first year of its operations included 606,409/ bills dis- 
counted, and 486,2671 bills on Eogland purchased, making a total of 
1,092,6771.

military system of F: ance is brought into contrast with that of England; 
in the “Eclectic” the condition of the F:ench and English soldier is 
contrasted; in the “ Westminster ” the condition and wants of our army 
is the title of the article; and in the “ London Quarterly” the remarks on 
it find a place under the head of the War with Russia. In no one of 
these publications is the English system approved of; in fact it is no- 
where and by notoly approved of—not eveu by those whose duty it is 
to reform and amend it, and who do not fulfil this duty. It is quite im. 
ssible that a system so general'y condemned can long be maintained, 
Sowever difficult it may be to find out what should be put in its place. 
Most writers on the subjeci go abroad for their improved systems, and 
would approximate our army to that of France or Russia. Pro- 
bably, the principle of improvement must be sought in our own 
society, and in it the roots must be planted for the army to flourish. 
Imported plans,of which we have had too many, do not answer. Our 
colonial service, our India service, our home service, are different from 
the services of any other nation; our army always has been, and pro- 
bably ever will be, on a different footing, in relation to the whole 
society, from any army in Europe. It is nota national institution, in the 
sense of every person being obliged to take part in it; it is small in 
numbers compared to any foreign army; it is recruited solely by vulun- 
tary enlistment; it is officered by aclass totally different from the class 
who enter as soldiers; and either our whole system must be changed, 
or we must giveup the idea of having a large ani tolerably perfect 
army. Considering the population and wealth of this country, its 
military force is not large, and a judicious military system would ena- 
ble England, if she required it, to raise without much inconvenience 
more than double her present army. But she must go zeslous!y to 


the work ; she must have a strong motive for it: she must put 

all minor considerations and all other business; and for this at 
sent there is no necessity, though how soon such a necessit May arise 
cannot be foreseen. We only notice the fact of all the publications 
almost going out of their usual course to discuss the relations of the 
army, as a convincing proof of the in'ense interest and indignant feelin 
now involved in fthe subject, which are likely to be permanent, ok 
after the present campaign or the present war is at an end, 

Besides the war and the army, the “ British Quarterly” has a ye 
long article on the Revival of Literature in Italy; a shorter one e 
the Inventions of Watt and their influence over the progress of go- 
ciety; on ** Our New Religions,” in which the various departures from 
the old standards of faith are described and generally censured; @ cri.

with the former history of Germany, with which he is supposed now 
to be engaged; an account of James Montgomery; and an ex posi. 
tion of the War in the East, which is described as @ sort of war of 
words at home. It has otherwise been described as peculiarly a states. 
man’s war. In truth, statesmen entered into it, and have greater 


; merit for taking it out of the hands of revolutionists, and enlistin 


all the unquiet spirits of Europe in the turmoil, than in conduct. 
ing it toa happy issue, They have conquered the revolutionists, bat 
in the end, probably, it will be at the cost of secrificing themselves, 

The “ London Quarterly” devotes its pages to the Albigenses and 
to Latin Christianity as religious subjects; to Joseph Addison and 
George Gilfillan, or popular criticism, for literary subjects; to the 
Prisons of the Continent for a social subject, and the article convinces 
us that, in what regards the theory and practice of criminal jurispru- 
dence, our neighbours are not more advanced than ourselves; and to 
the biography of Sir Astley Cooper and Mr Abernethy, the two great 
London surgeons of the first halfof the century, for a pleasant reading 
subject. The lives of these two eminent men are well narrated, and 
the article is to our taste the most pleasing one of the Review. 

“The Westminster” has a pleasant article on the Court of Austria, 

giving us a sketch of its various sovereigns and their manners; an ela- 
borate account of “ Dryden and his Times ;” a favourable view of 
Lord Palmerston’s career and his present position as Prime Minister, 
but it rather pipes for a peace than a successful war under his auspices; 
an account of the Writings of Victor Hugo and of the political condi- 
tion of France during his career, in which this high-minded, if aot 
always well-judging, poet is warmly eulogised; a long article on the 
Civil. Service, a subject which occupies the public mind almost as much 
as the army (in fact, both services need reforming on principles of 
modern civilisation, rather than on any principles inherent in them- 
selves); and an article on the “ Administrative Example of the United 
States,”—an example which is now much needed, 
_ “ The Eclectic” has articles on Professor Forbes, in which, follow- 
ing the Prof+ssor, “The Vestiges of Creation” are cut up; on Life 
in Russia; on Massey's ballad of Christabel, in which the poet is both 
encouraged and instructed; the Die: of the German Church, ecclesias- 
tical reform having commenced in Germany from the political convul- 
sions of 1848, as it was certainly promoted, if it did not begin, by 
political reforms in England; with articles on James Montgomery and 
Maryatt’s Mountains and Molehills. 

The diversified subjects embraced by these periodicals give evidence 
ofa great variety of literary acquirements in various classes. But though 
they contaia much information on many descriptions of passing or past 
events—many bright and causiic remarks, we see no gleam in them ef 
the light which is now sought by the nation to guide it out of its dif- 
ficulties. Every national department, every social institution finds 
impugners; condemnation—well-grounded condemnation, based on 
details prevails throughout society, and corresponding discontent; bat 
the road to improvement is not pointed out. Many facts are men- 
tioned in which our army is different from other armies, some in which 
on principle it is obviously inferior; but whether the plans adopted 
abroad are comformable to our institutions, how they would work in 
practice, and how they could be introduced, are not sufficiently 
shown. Other writers, we are taught, by numerous complaints 
being made while the means of redress are overlooked or ignore 
need to be roused to a proper sense of responsibility as well 4s 
many of those who write for the newspapers. Taat Germany, France, 
and Italy were overdone with frivulous literature in conse 
quence of the patronage of courts, has long been observed; aod, 
though it canuot be said that our literature is frivolous, it may be ap- 
prehended that England is getting overdone with writing. At least 
in all the departments of the Government, including the army and 
navy—in the whole of our policy, deeds are rather written about than 
done. Language seems exalted amongst us to an end, instead of & 
means. Certainly, whatever may be the degree of education in the 
people, there is no want of literary productions, and they are more 
likely to be increased than lessened. If they can all find readers, it 
will be much to the honour of the country; for certainly our literature 
now, in earnesiness, care, sincerity, and boldness, surpasses the litera- 
ture of any preceding age. All these periodicals contain articles that 
half acentury ago would have made a sensation, and won for them 
& great reputation. 


A Mayvat or Potitican Science For tue Use or Scnoors. By 
E. R. Homeuxeys, LL.D., &e. Longmans, Paternoster row- 


Tus work, being written for the use of schools, and intended for per- 
sons ignorant of political science, is dedicated to Mr Macaulay. We 
might suppose that the dedication was meant for a sneer, had not the 
suthor received permission to dedicate it to the illustrivus rhetoriclad. 
Of course, therefore, it is bona fide, and his work is ushered into the 
word under the auspices of a gentleman described as an historian, 
statesman, and scholar, bu: not described as either a political philoso- 
pher or @ political economist. CJied a manual of political science, 
the book is only a manual of political economy, for ail other matters |, 


or 
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nected with politics being but tradition, guess-work, assumption, 
mony uae, or expediency, there is no an science in politics 
but political econcmy. Like Adam Smith, the author begins with 
division of labour, and treats of wealth, value, distribution of 
wealth, &c.; but he has no chapter on prope rty, which Mr J. 8. 
Mill notices, and which lies at the bottom of the distribution of 
wealth, and, without ne property in the discussion, the great 
natural science, miscalled political economy, of the application of 
industry to prodnee and distribute wealth, can never be fairly nor 
fully treated. In the 12:h division ef the work, which is divided into 
18 chapters, population is treated of, aod then only as if the theories 
concerning this foundation of society were the only things connected 
with it worth notice. Population and the laws which determine its 
growth and condition, on which depend division of labour, skill, 
knowledge, trade, markets, &c., &c., is the foundation of the natural 
science of which Mr Humphreys treats. Had he been fully up to all 
the knowledge extant on the subject, instead of being spparently some- 
what in arrear, or at least contenting himself chiefly with some well-ac- 
credited doctrines, he would have begun, we think, by treating of popu- 
lation, and the laws which govern its increase and their consequences. 
Bating this objection to the arrangement of the work, and that it 
rather treats of what the science was than what it is, the work is per- 
spicuously written, and will be a great help to ‘candidates for the 
civil service,” for whom it ig more especially intended. At the end 
of each chapter are questions to help the teacher and the scholar, ‘which 
will add to the utility of the book. It will answer the intenced pur- 


pose. 





A Journey THROUGH THE UniTep States anv Part or CanaDa. 
By the Rev. Ropert Everest, M.A. John Chapman. 

Ir is with feelings of a very mixed and peculiar kind that we sit down 
to notice this volume, with feelings that correspond entirely to the 
mixed and peculiar nature of the work itself. It is the result of a 
short journey, undertaken, if we understand aright, for a philan- 
thropic purpose, by a clergyman, a man of extremely liberal opinions, 
who has travelled far, who is not without a certain shrewdness of ob- 
servation, and who sympathises warmly with the country he visited. 

But all these claims to our indulgence, strong as they are, are over- 
balanced by a disagreeably pretentious display of those opinions, an 
unwarranted and unmeasured abuse of all dissentients, and a shallow- 
ness and unsoundness of reasoning that seems utterly incompatible 
with the many instances of both knowledge and common sense, that 
are to be found in the book. Of information it contains little, the few 
extracts are from books and papers generally accessible, the facts 
and stories communicated are all picked up at table d’hotes and in 
railway cars; as a book of travels it is of little or no value to those 
who have read the published journals of three or four other travellers 
through the States, and all that distinguishes it from a thousand other 
volumes on the same subjects—its opinions—are, as we have indicated, 

in very many instances unsound and untenable. We are sorry to see 
one Jabouring towards the common goal of all refurmers follow a path 
we cannot heartily applaud. 

We will give the reader a specimen or two of the author’s reason- 
ing :— 

FERTILITY IN THE “‘ FAR WEST.” 

Gne man, who had been an English farmer, told me his land had cost him 
but two dollars per acre; that he had reaped a crop of wheat of forty-five 
bushels per acre, each of which he had sold for 1} dollar; that the whole ex- 
penses were not above 5 dollars, and thatthe land was now as ready for ano- 
ther crop of wheat as it was the year before. Jn jine, they had neither poor- 
rates nor landlord. 

AMERICAN VERSUS ENGLISH LUXURY. 

It is also true that there is a great deal of luxury in furniture and dress, 
displayed by the wealthy classes of New York, though principally by young 
people, and those of the weaker sex. But how small are the demands made 
upon a man of fortune by such items, in comparison with what would take 
place in England! Here are no game laws, and in consequence no poachers, 
and, as a further consequence, no regiments of keepers and watchers to be 
maintained, nor any pheasants to destroy the cropr. There is no bunting, and 
consequently no need for a equadron of light horse under the names of mounted 
groome, buntsmen, and whippers in, nor for a menagerie of dogs, who devour 
oatmeal and biscuit enough to feed a whole parish. What on earth, then, 
can a man of fortune do with his money but turn public benefactor ? He has 
not even the last and dearert weakness of an Enoglishman, the wish to tound 
8 family that shall last forever. So if he do not like his heirs particularly 
he may just as well leave his money to found a college. 

THE NEW YORK CRYSTAL PALACE, 

Was not to be compared with the one ia London, Yet it was a surprising 
effort, considering that it was made only by a company of speculatore, But 
there is something arising from the institutions of the country which renders 
it ill adapted for display. Prosperity and comfort are generaily diffused, but 
there are no examples of concentrated wealth, such as crowns and crown 
jewels, and great diamonds, Perhaps those who saw the Koh-i-Noor at the 
London Exhibition, and remembered its history, might have thought that the 
world would be quite as weil without anything of the kind. 

This hardly deserves the name of reasoning—:he following we 
take to be a joke, though a very poor one:— 

THE WAR OF INDEPENDENCE. 

The little girls became quite snimated as they read (the speech of Lord 
Chatham, delivered in the House of Lords, January 20, 1775, in favour of 
removing the British troope from Boston), reminding me of the Swiss, whea 
they pointed out on the borders of Lake Lucerne the scenes of the adven- 
tures of William Tell, Yet it was against such as these that the British Govern- 
ment incited the Indians to war. 


We quote the following as samples of the common sense and 
liberality of opinion—tinged though they be with exaggeration—that 
are to be met with in other parts of the book :— 

THE COURT OF COMMON PLEAS, 

But three persons were sitting on the judgment seat, in the plain dress of 
modern English gentlemen. It is really quite Tefreshing to see the freedom 
trom affectation, cant, and humbug, everywhere displayed by Americans. The 
coun-el, too, were all’ in their ordinary apparel. Had I been in Eugiand, I 
might have seen the same number of most respectable persone, of the sam, 
houourable profession and filling similar officer, but ciad in vestments so pre_ 
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eee ee Were engaged as actors in some medizval 
faror, such as condemainz an old woman to death for witchcraft. What can 
induee such persons to join in the paltry game of fadge? Costume is for 
quacks, and for hereditary ciphers, who wish to inspire tennant with awe, 
and not for people of high worth and acquirements like them. 

GIRARD COLLEGE AT PHILADELPHIA. 

Here I was refused adiwittance, as the founder had ordained that no clergy- 
man should ever set foot withia the walls, I believe, becauve he feared them 
as a set of sectarian firebrand:, He alto commanded that religion should sot 
be taught there. The college has now been opened about ten years, and as 
yet has in no wise justified the fears of those who predicted evil from this re- 
guiation. The young men who are brought up in it receive religious instrue- 
tion at their homes, and are not worse than their neighbours, 

THE SMITHSONIAN INSTITUTE AT WASHINGTON.—THE MEDIEVAL STYLE OF 
ARCHITECTURE. 

Because a tribe of savages were so rade in the arte that they eould not 
make large panes of glass for their windews, therefore they made small ones, 
lozenge-shaped and united by strips of lead. Because the same savages lived 
in a perpetual state of brawis and encountera with each other, they meeded 
houses which possessed in some measure the qualities of fortresses. There 
were the round towers at each corner, from the hsights of which the defenders 
might pelt their enemies with stones, and the ‘windows were made purposely 
narrow that an invader might not be able to squeez> his body through. Be 
far was this contest between the desire of enjoying the light of heaven and the 
fear of making an opening in the wall carried, that a compromise was ofte. 
effected by the cutting out a slit just big enough to discharge an arrow through. 
That the civilised descendants of these barbarians should have consented to 
live in such bouses was not very wonderfal, seeing that their rulers had always 
taken great pains to strike their imaginations with medimva! dieplay,as a 
means of reconciling them to the iniquity and plunder of mediwral institutions. 
For those rulers the mediz al castle is but a piece of stage property in the 
grand national melodrama, as heraldry itaelf is a sort of national mythology 
in which they and their families figure as tne divinities. But that a people of 
sound sense like the Americans should have yielded to the folly shows, indeed, 
a deplorable weakness, and as if mankind were destined to live foreverina 
state of puerility. 

Presently we light upon a Baltimore farmer, who seems to have 
put the extent of the traveller's credulity to the proof:— 

A MARYLAND SLAVEOWNER. 

Next day, on the point of leaving, I sat at breakfast near a stout good- 
humoured man, who told me he was « Marylacd farmer from near Baltimore. 
He had slaves (he added), and a bad kind of property they were, and people 
in his part were getting rid of them, and taking to free white labourere in- 
stead. There was not one kept now where there were twenty some years ago, 
The Methodist preachers, too, were preaching against it. He would emanci- 
pate all his, but, in that case, he would be liable by law for their maintenance 
if they could not support themselver, He had, however, intimated to them 
that they might run away if they chove, and he would promise not to reclaim 
them, but they had not chosen to do that. He owned, however, that the 
slaves were treated dreadful bad dowa South, explaining that each received 
only six herrings per week, and 14 |ba of Indian corn, or 2 lbs per day. 
Next he told me of the gre: at simplicity of manners in his part of the oountry ; 
that girls worth 20,000 dollars went out milking the cows every morning. 

So many conflicting elements are bound together in this book, that 
we must leave the reader, now that we have given him fair samples, 
to judge for himself. We dare not praise where want of judgment 
is continually manifest ; we do not wish to censure what has af- 
forded us some amusement, and what is ‘an effort, though not a very 
successful one, in the right direction.

; There is nothing in these accounts much to alter the position 
ofthe Bank in relation to its position last week. The securities 
have continued to run off, and the bullion has continued to in- 
crease ; but the reserve has declined, owing to the withdrawal of 
private deposits, and the diminution of public deposits consequent 
on payments which the Bank has been making on account of the 
Government. The reduction in the reserve, certain to take 
piace at this time in consequence of the large demands of the 
Government, will probably be only temporary, and, after the 
effects of the payment of the dividends and salaries are over, will 
again begin to increase. As long as the bullion accumulates, 
the reserve, as the rule, will increase, and the temporary inter- 
ogy to thisfcourse will not affect the general condition of the 
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To-day being Good Friday, was kept az usnal as a close 
holiday, and our remarks accordingly all refer to the state of 
business at the close of Thursday. 

The great. moucy event.was the reduction by the Bank of 
England of the miuimum rate of discount from 5 per cent., at 
which it has stood since August 3, 1854,to4$. It was not wholly 
unexpected, as was implied in our notice of the subject last week, 
but as it was supposed that the Bank would delay such a step till 
after the financial statement, or till after the Congress had finally 
deeided, taking it now fell in with the opinion growing up 
favourable to peace, and strengthened the sapposition that Con- 
gress will accomplis: this object. In the present state of the 
movey market, bills having been for some time discounted below 
the Bank rate, enterprise being, by the doubts concerning peace 
orwar, paralysed, and the present demand for»money slack, while 
the bullion in the Bank and its reserve have lately increased 
and are likely to increase, there are strong reasons for the Bank 
now adopting thiscourse. They*have outweigbed all the consider- 
ations derived from political circumstances, but the change seems 
to have been regarded as a proof of the opinion of the Directors 
that the negotiations at Vienna are not likely to'fail. They have 
already lasted longer than was expected, and the reinforcement 
of the negociators by M. Drouyn de Lhuys, who would hardly 
have gone to Vienna at the eleventh hour only to return with 
failure and disappointment, encourages the opivion that the 
negotiations will not be fruitless. Sovereigns do not put for- 
ward their greatest men to do trivial or sham deeds, and the 
opinion that Congress will manage to arrange a peace being, from 
other circumstances, prevalent, was strengtuened by the act of 
the Bank. But little business having been done after the an- 
nouncement was made, its effects are not yet known. Money is 
‘| comparativel, abundant, and bills are discounted in Lombard 
street below the Bank rate, as they ‘vere last week. 

The exchanges continue favourable. Bills on Paris are a little 
more in demand, and the rate has increased since last Friday. 
Yesterday, however, there was no alteration. 

The precious metals arrived in the week were 40,0001 gold from 
Australia by the overland mail, and 560,000/, chiefly silver, by the 
West India mail. The exports of the precious metals known 
are 23,146/ to the West Indies, and 150,877/ by the steamer that 
proceeds tothe Mediterranean, the bulk of which is destined for 
the East Indies. 


The funds were momentarily excited by the alteration in the 
Bank rate of interect, which may be expected to have a favourable 
effect. on all kinds of securities ; but large sales of Consols, made 
by brokers who act for the Bank and the Government, affected 
the market, and Consols closed at the opening rate. There was 
more activity on the Stock Exchange than has of late been per- 
ceptibie.

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY EVE¥ING, 

The arrivals of foreign wheat in Mark lane, as well as of home- 
grown wheat, continue small, but the demand was moderate, and 
prices were in the week the same as last Friday, except that fine 
white wheat realised something more. Barley on Monday advanced 
1s. Oats, though the supply was short, were 1s lower. On Wednes- 
day the prices were nominally the’same ason Monday. Yesterday 
the telegraph announced an improved market at Leith and at 
Glasgow, and some foreign wheat will probably go to those places, 

Off the coast 12 cargoes have arrived since the 30th ult., of which 
1 was a cargo of wheat from Salonica, 1] ditto from Valparaiso, 
6 ditto from Alexandria, 1 cargo of maize from Mazagan, 1 ditto 
from} Cusabianca, 1 cargo of barley from Alexandria, and 1 
cargo of beans from Alexandria. Several of the above were 
previously disposed of, and a few remain for sale. 

Since the 29th ult., the following floating cargoes have changed 
owners :—1 of yellow America maize, at 448; 1 Egyptian Saide 
wheat, at 46s ; another at 44s ; a cargo of Mazagan maize, at 44s ; 
1 ditto of Galatz maize, from Trieste, at 46s, all on passage ; also a 
cargo of Egyptian Saide wheat, arrived, at 46s; and a cargo of 
Egyptian barley, at 24s 6d. 

From all the corn markets of the neighbouring continent the 
reports generally say that they are very quiet, and depend very 
much on the markets of England and France ; and, as these are 
dull, they are dull. In some of the circulars the uncertainty of 
political events is said to hinder business and keep the markets 
flat. So,’ in the United States, the report taken out by the last 
steamer from Europe of the death of the Czar, and the con- 
sequent hopes of peace, affected the market there, though the 
supply of wheat and flour was too short for the news to have 
much influence. At Rotterdam, on the 2nd, the supply of wheat 
was large, and the price receded from 12f to 15f per last. In 
some parts of France, too, the prices are giving way. That the 
prices inour market continue lower than some persons anticipated, 
is due to the expectation that as soon as the canals are opeved in 
America a supply of flour will be obtained from that quarter, 
while a considerable quantity of wheat is coming forward from 
the North of Europe. The market at present depends very much 
on the march of political events, and is not likely to take a 
decided turn either way till the Congress at Vienna is at an end. 

There has been a good demand for sugar during the week, and 
the market closed on Thursday with an appearance of firmness. 
British East and West India sugar has been taken off freely, aud 
foreign also sold well. A cargo of Havana has been sold afloat for 


| anear port at 24s per cwt. In refined sugar a fair amount of busi- 


ness was done at previous rates. 

Coffee, too, has been in demand, and good qualities being scarce, 
better prices have been obtained for them. For native Ceylon 
the prices have not been so firm, and of 570 bags offered at auc- 
tion, about one-half sold at 46s 6d. . 

Some public sales of 2,272 packages of Assam tea and 25 442 
of China import began on Tuesday, and were concluded yester- 
day. The former sold at full prices ; of the latter only a part was 
sold, at no material change in price. Privately sold, common 
congou is quoted 93d to 9 Duty was paid at this port during | 
the week ending the 29th ult. on 683,430 Ibs, against 106,692 lbs 
in the same period last year. 

Rice has been dull of sale at a reduction of 6d per cwt. 

In saltpetre a moderate business has been done at steady prices, 
principally 16 to 9 per cent. refraction at 22s 6d to 23s 6d. 

Of the silk trade, Mr Henry W. Eaton reports “‘ a more current 
business in the silk market during March than for some tme 
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, and also the of the deliveries. China silk has 
again been the chief attraction. The demand for export has cer- 
tainly formed the leading feature; but the improved assortment 
offered by the recent large arrivals, combined with the receipt of 
more decided accounts from China, has brought our own manu- 
facturers forward more freely, though still with caution, Tsatlee 
silk, which is chiefly consumed by them, forming dy far the 
largest proportion of existing stocks. The letters just received 
estimate the deficiency in the exports from all China to Great 
Britain, from the 1st July, at about 13,000 bales, of which nearly 
5,000 bales arise from the small shipments from Canton. In 
what has been done in this market prices have varied but little, 
with the exception of Chinese throwns, about 450 bales of this 
silk having been sold within the last few days at 14s 6d—pre- 
viously heavy at 14s. Taysaam silk may be considered rather 
firmer, there being now little or nothing in shipping sorts under 
103 9d to 11s 5d. In Bengal silk there is no change, good fair 
medium sorts selling, to a certain extent, from 11s to 12s, but 
the low qualities are still unsaleable. In Brutias and Persians 
there is nothing doing, the uncleared stock of the former consist- 
ing of 139 bales, and the latter of 700 ballots. Italian silk con-

The business in the Liverpool cotton market during the pre- 
sent week of five days has been again on a very extensive scale : 
the sales reach 82,000 bales. Spinners operate with great con- 
fidence, having taken 52,000 bales, proving by their continual 
large buying the exhausted state of their stock, and that they do 
not anticipate an opportunity of supplying themselves upon more 
advantageous terms. Speculators have secured 19,000 bales, and 
exporters 11,000 bales. The quotations for fair are raised 4d per 
Ib, and for middling 1-16d per |b. To-day a very large busi- 
ness has been transacted, the sales being 20,000 bales at improving 
prices. This activity in the Liverpool market is based upon the 
American acconnts continuing to show weekly an increasing defi- 
ciency in the receipts, and consequently reduced estimates of the 
crop. The New York market had advanced } ceut per lb, those 
of the South } cent per Ib. 

Messrs Witherby and Hanson’s circular contains, amongst other 
things, the following information about dried fruits :—* ‘Che 
London duty-paid clearances of currants continue progressively to 
increase, having been 330 tons; in March, against 185 tons in 
January and 215 tons in February, and against 215 tons in 
March 1854; making 730 tons cleared for consumption during 
the last three mouths, against 485 tons in the same three months 
of 1854.

The demand for yarn, both on home and export account, continues 
good, and the rise from tne lowest prices may be averaged at fully 4d 
per lv. In some instances yarns ure nearly jd dearer than at the 
commencement of last mont. ‘The business in cloth is less active, 
but there is a steady demand, sufficient to enable sellers to realise 
the full improvement in prices noted on Tuesday. The demand for 
shirtings and jacconets suited to the India market has benefited more 
than most other fabrics. The heavy ciothe, which have been most in 
demand for Turkey, are not only less saleable, but are declining in 
value. 
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Buavrorp, April 5.—There is an improved supply of bright- 
haired woole, and the spinners are in better stock, consequently less 
eager to buy, as prices sought are too high for thetrade. The supply 
of deep-growa Wether sorts and hog matchings is yet limited, but is 
greatly relieved by the quantity of skin wool on the market, which is 
unusua!ly of good length, the Jopg-continued winter haviug prevented 
the fatsteep being clipped. In down and half-bred wools, the de- 
mand is rather improved, and the downward tendency temporarily 
checked. Yarns—There is rather more doing in all kinds of spool 
yarns and an unwillingness to accept orders for distant delivery, and 
altogether a greater degree of fiemness manifested than we have seen 
for some time. In reeled yarns the stock is very low, and the prices 
offered by the shipping houses such as retard business; and there is 
no doubt that higher prices will «re long be realised. Pieces—There 
continues to be more doing in goods, and orders are being given out; 
but the manufacturers are not free to enter into large contracts at 
prices so utterly ruinous as at present, with no prospect of muking 
goods so cheap as they have done. 

NortineHam, April.5.—There has been a perceptible improvement 
in the Jace trade this week, but still there cannot be said to be more 
than half what is usually done at this season of the year. In the 
hosiery department the home trade has become more active, a few 
more Americau orders’ having been received. The impression gains 
ground among manufacturers generally that fine weather alone is re- 
quisite to stimulate transactions into activity. 

Leicester, April 3.—The home demand is still very dul!, but the 
improved condition of monetary affairs of the United States, and the 
receipt of some smal! orders by the last mail, have given more confi- 
dence to houses engaged in the export trade. There is also greater 
confidence felt in prices being maintained, ws the wool market is very 
firm, and those descriptions of wool generally in demand are saleable 
ata small advance. The yarn market is without change. 

Leeps, April 3.—On Saturday we had about an average market at 
the cloth hall, compared with the markets of the last few weeks, but 
to-day there was but a thin attendance, and less business was.done. 
But tew goods have been disposed of by the commission: hands since 
this day week.

EPITOME OF RAILWAY NEWS. 








Roven and Havae.—The traffic receipts for the four months ending 
the 3lst of December, 1854 amounted to 1,707,303f (63,292/), and the 
expenses to },217,027f (48,681), leaving a net profit of 490275f As 
the profit for the six preceding months amounted to 1,000,986f, the 
profit for the ten months of 1854.amounted to 1,491,262f, which, when 
all preference charges were deducted, would give a dividend of 35.60f 
per sbare. But as 25f had been paid for the first half-year commencing 
March 1,1854, there remained for the last four months of that year s 
dividend of 10 60f per share to be paid in April. 

Great Central or France.—We are informed that the new regn- 
lations relating to the Great Central Railway of France have been 
approved by the Council of State, and will be made public ina few 
days by imperial decree. The chief advantages to the company are 
stated to be as follows, viz., a subvention of 80,000,000 francs (say 
3,200,000/) from the Government to the company ; a guarantee of four 
per eent. per annum upon the whole share capital of the company, 
amounting te 219,000,000, francs ; and an interest of one-third in the 
new line from Paris to Nevers, conjointly with the Paris and Lyons 
and Paris and Orleans companies. A new line from Paris to Lyons 
will thus be virtually opened. 

Great Western oF Canapa.—At a meeting of shareholders in this 
company, held in Canada on the 13th ult, a dividend of three per cent. 
on the stock for the half-year ending January 31 was declared. The 
dividend ;would have been at the rate of 7 per cent. per annum had it 
not been for the appropriation of 9,125/ to the sinking fund for redeem- 
ing the Joan from Government. 

Paris ano On_eans.—The receipts on this line for the year 1854 
amounted to 46,732,027f (1,869,280/), and the expenses to 24,187,470°, 
leaving a profit on the working of 22,544,558f (901,782/). From this 
was deducted 254,990f for the sinkivg fund, 12,000f annuity to M. 
Lecomte, and 1,541,635f (61,6651) appropriated to the emp/eyea of the 
company, leaving 20,735,932¢ tor dividend, being equal to 69f per 
share, and leaving {a balance of 35,932f.

Australian Agricultural shares exlibited weakness, 
but no asiteration of moment occurred in those connected with the banks.

Mining de~ 
scriptions were eupported with eteadiness. 

Turspay, April 3.—There was no great variation in the railway market to~ 
day, but prices were rather heavy, owing to the decline in English seeurities.
